The Department of City Planning (DCP) has been leading a
public planning process to keep it up to date every 5 years. As part of this effort, DCP has posted a 2nd draft of
Plan A for public review and comment online at https://www.atlcitydesign.com/2021-cdp and at 15 libraries and
community recreation centers. The 2nd round of public review and comment will end on August 27th. A 3rd draft
and round of public review and comment will be 9/13 to 9/27. City Council Community Development/Human
Services (CD/HS) Committee will host the final virtual public hearing on September 27th at 6pm. City Council will
adopt the CDP by October 31, 2021.

(Campaigning by Elected Officials & Candidates)

Campaigning at NPU meetings is strictly prohibited by the City of Aflanta's Code of Ordinances.

Sec. 6-3019 Prohibition of Political Forums
“Neighborhood planning unit meetings shall not be used for political forums or campaigning for city,
county, state, or federal elections.

Examples of campaigning could include, but not be limited to:
e Infroduction of elected officials as political candidates in upcoming elections;
e Distributing campaign materials and literature; and
e Conducting either of the above in City Hall, its rooms or offices.
